RULES  and 

y  •  I. 

T HAT  the  joint  Eftablifhment  of  thefe  Hof- 
pitals  fhall  confift  of  a  Patron,  Prefident,  fix 
Vice-Prefidents,  a  Treafurer,  Governors,  Phyfi- 
cian.  Secretary,  Apothecaries,  Matron,  and  fuch 
Nurfes  and  Servants  as  fhall  be  found  to  be  necel- 

iary. 

2.  That  a  donation  of  Thirty  Guineas  fhall 
conftitute  the  donor  a  Governor  for  life  j  and  Five 
Guineas  yearly,  an  annual  Governor  during  fuch 

fubfcription. 

3.  That  a  double  annual  fubfcription  fhall  en¬ 
title  the  fubicriber  to  a  double  privilege  in  all 
refpeCts,  except  voting. 

4.  That  immediately  on  the  expiration  of  the 
ftrft  or  fecond  annual  fubfcription,  the  mbfciiber 
may  become  a  Governor  for  life,  by  making  up  the 

whole  a  benefaction  of  Thirty  Guineas. 

That  the  firft  annual  fubfcription  be  re¬ 
ceived  as  from  the  next  enfuing  quarter  day ; 
but  all  the  privileges,  except  voting,  immedi¬ 
ately  commence. 
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6.  That  all  the  privileges  of  a  Governor  for 
life  commence  immediately  upon  the  payment, 

or  completion,  of  the  above  qualification  of  Thirty 
Guineas,  or  upwards. 

7.  That  every  Governor  may  recommend  one 
Patient  to  the  Flofpital  for  Inoculation  every 
twenty-one  days ;  and  alfo  have  one  Patient  in 
the  Hofpital  for  the  natural  fmall-pox  at  the  fame 
time  :  and  may  authorife  any  perfon  to  %n  re¬ 
commendations  for  him,  by  fending  an  order  in 
writing  to  the  Hofpitals. 

3.  That  all  fums  under  Five  Guineas  be  re¬ 
ceived  as  donations  only,  without  giving  any  pri¬ 
vilege  to  the  contributor. 

GENERA  L-CO  UR  TS. 

9.  That  two  Half  yearly  General  Courts  fhall 
be  ordered  by  the  Houfe  Committee  to  be  fum- 
moned  by  letter  and  advertifement  to  meet  at  luch 
place  and  time  as  they  think  proper,  viz,  one 
between  Lady-day  and  Midfummer,  and  the  other 
between  Michaelmas  and  Chriftmas,  for  the  pur- 
pofe  of  receiving  a  report  from  the  laid  Committee 
of  their  transactions  fince  the  preceding  Court,  to 
1 ct  h on orai  y  Governors  for  life  j  to  make  any 
new,  or  annul,  or  alter,  any  former  rules  or  orders  ; 
to  t  ran  fact,  order,  and  diredt  fuch  other  affairs 
as  fhall  then  be  taken  into  confideration  j  and  to 
exercife  Hut  power  and  control  over  all  the  aftairs 
and  property  of  this  Inftitution. 

)o.  i  hat  nine  Governors  prefent  fhall  confti- 

tutc 
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tute  a  Court,  and  proceed  upon  bufinefs :  That  the 
Prefident,  in  his  abfence  either  of  the  Vice-Prefi- 
dents,  in  their  abfence  the  Treafurer,  in  his  abfence 
the  Chairman  of  the  Houfe  Committee,  and  in 
his  abfence  fuch  perfon  as  the  Governors  prefent 
choofe,  ffiall  take  the  Chair. 

11.  That  at  the  Half-yearly  General  Court 
between  Lady-day  and  Midfummer,  all  the  Offi¬ 
cers  of  this  Inftitution  (hall  be  elected,  together 
with  a  Houfe-Committee  of  thirteen  Governors  and 
a  Committee  of  feven  Auditors  for  the  year  enfuing, 

12.  That  no  Rule  or  Order,  or  any  alteration 
or  repeal  of  any  Rule  or  Order,  ffiall  have  effeft 
until  confirmed  by  a  fubfequent  Court. 

13.  That  if  any  difpute  or  difference  arife  on 
any  cjueftion  at  any  Court  or  Committee,  it  ffiall  be 
fairly  ftated  by  the  Chairman,  and  determined  by 
the  holding  up  of  hands,  or  by  divifion,  if  the  Chair¬ 
man  or  any  Governor  prefent  defire  the  fame. 

14.  That  the  Chairman  ffiall,  in  cafe  of  an 
equality  of  votes,  have  the  calling  vote,  befides  his 
own  vote  as  a  Governor. 

15.  That  the  Prefident,  or  any  one  of  the 
Vice-Prefidents,  or  the  Treafurer,  by  order  in  writ¬ 
ing  under  their  hands  addreffed  to  the  Secretary  $ 
or  the  Houfe  Committee  by  refolution  entered  on 
their  minutes  j  have  power  to  call  an  Extraor¬ 
dinary  General  Court. 

16.  That  nine  Governors,  by  requifition  in 
writing  under  their  hands  addreffed  to  and  ferved 
upon  the  Prefident,  or  either  of  the  Vice-Prefidents,

or  upon  the  Treafurer,  alfo  have  power  to  call 
an  Extraordinary  General  Court. 

17*  That  the  officer  receiving  fuch  requifition 
fhall  forthwith  indorfe  the  fame  to  the  Secretary, 
with  his  oider  in  writing  to  fummon  and  advertiie 
filch  Court;  to  be  holden  not  within  ten  days  nor 
exceeding  twenty-one  days  from  the  receipt  of  fuch 
requifition. 

1 3.  That  all  requifitions,  and  the  fummonfes 
and  advertilements  confequent  thereto,  ffiall  exprefs 
the  reafon  for  calling  fuch  Extraordinary  Court; 
and,  after  reading  the  minutes  of  the  laft  Court, 
the  fubjed  of  the  requifition  be  determined  before 
any  other  bufinefs  is  propofed. 

19*  J  hat  the  minutes  of  the  proceedings  at 
all  General  Courts  and  Committees  be  read  over 
before  the  fame  are  adjourned,  and  figned  by  the 
Chairman, 


ELECTIONS , 

\ 

20.  1  hat  all  Eledlions  fhall  be  determined  at 
a  General  Court  either  by  fhew  of  hands  or  by 
divifion,  unleis  live  Governors  then  prefent  de¬ 
liver  in  their  names  in  writing  to  the  Chairman, 
demanding  a  ballot ;  and  in  that  cafe  fuch  Election 
fhall  be  determined  by  ballot,  to  commence  im¬ 
mediately,  and  finally  clofe  at  the  expiration  of 
one  hour  after  the  firft  ballot-paper  fhall  be  re¬ 
ceived  ;  and  four  Scrutineers  fhall  be  then  chofen 
to  mark  and  die  the  fame :  and  that  this  Rule  be 

inferted 
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inferred  at  the  foot  of  every  fummons  for  any  Elec- 
tiori. 

21.  That  all  Governors  being  Members  of 
either  Houfe  of  Parliament,  and  all  Governeffes, 
ihall  be  at  liberty  to  vote  at  Elections  by  ballot, 
by  their  proxy  in  writing  under  their  hands  ad~ 

drefled  to  any  Governor  prefent. 

22.  That  any  perfon  becoming  a  Governor  or 
Governefs  for  life  before  the  chair  is  taken,  fhall 

be  entitled  to  vote. 

2\.  That  no  new  Annual  Governor  be  en- 
titled  to  vote,  unlefs  his  or  her  fubfcription  fhall 
have  been  paid  full  fix  calendar  months  before  the 
day  of  fuch  Election* 

HO  USE-COMMIT'T EE. 

24.  That  the  Governors  chofen  to  compofe  & 
Houfe  Committee  for  conducing  the  affairs  of  this 
Inftitution,  meet  on  the  firft  Thurfday  in  every 
month,  at  the  Hofpitals,  and  at  any  other  time  and 

place  to  which  they  may  adjourn. 

25.  That  if  any  alteration  be  made  in  their 
ufual  time  or  place  of  meeting,  it  fhall  be  made 
known  by  advertifement  in  fome  of  the  daily  Pa¬ 
pers. 

2 k6.  That  at  their  firft:  meeting  after  the  Ge¬ 
neral  Court  at  which  they  fhall  have  been  chofen, 
they  fhall  ele£t  from  among  themfelves  a  Chair¬ 
man  for  the  enfuing  year  ;  and  in  his  abfence  they 
fhall  be  at  liberty  to  choofe  any  other  Governor 

to  be  Chairman  at  any  meeting. 

A  4  27.  That 
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That  any  three  Governors  prefent  at  the 
time  and  place  appointed  for  the  meeting  of  fuch 

Committee,  conftitute  a  quorum,  and  proceed  upon 
bufinefs. 

28.  That  the  faid  Houfe  Committee  lhall 
have  the  overfght  and  diredion  of  all  the  of¬ 
ficial  and  domeflic  affairs  and  concerns  of  the 
Inflitution;  call  the  Half-yearly  or  any  Special 
General  Courts  5  infpedl  all  the  receipt  of  monies, 
and  order  all  payments ;  diredl  the  purchafe,  ac¬ 
ceptance,  fale,  transfer,  and  alteration  of  all  flocks 
in  the  public  funds  belonging  to  the  Inflitution ; 
contract  for,  order,  and  examine  every  thing  ne- 
cefiary  relative  to  repairs,  improvements,  con¬ 
veniences,  furniture,  effects,  diet,  and  provifions; 
and  direct  the  hiring  and  difcharging  of  the  Nurfes 
and  Servants,  and  all  other  matters  belonp-in^  to 

‘  .  DO 

this  Inflitution. 

i  ♦  » 

29.  That  they  fhall  have  power  to  receive  the 
refignations  of  officers. 

30.  That  on  every  vacancy  in  the  offices  of 
Patron,  Prefident,  Vice-Prefidents,  or  Treafurer, 
the  Houfe  Committee  fhall  forthwith  confider  of 
a  proper  perfon  to  be  recommended  to  a  Gene¬ 
ral  Court  to  fupply  fuch  vacancy ;  and  call  a 
Special  General  Court  for  fuch  ele&ion,  or  defer 
the  fame  to  the  next  Halr-yeany  Court,  as  they 
may  think  fit. 

31.  That  the  faid  Committee  fhall  inquire 
into  the  condufl  of  the  Officers,  Servants,  and 
Patients ;  and,  feven  Governors  being  prefent, 

have 
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have  power  to  fufpend  the  Phyfician,  Secretary. 
Apothecaries,  or  Matron,  for  mifcondud  or  ne- 
glefo  in  tn  ch( charge  of  their  duty,  until  the  fenfe 
of  ^  General  Court  ftiall  be  known. 

’  Chat,  upon  refignation,  difmiflion,  or  death 
of  any  fuch  laft- mentioned  Officers,  the  Committee 
foall  formwith,  if  they  fee  occafion,  procure  and 
appoint  fome  proper  perfon  to  fupply  fuch  vacancy 
until  a  fuccelTor  be  duly  eledled;  and  forthwith 
notify  fuch  vacancy  by  public  advertifement,  fpe- 
cifying  a  time  and  place  within  one  month  from 
that  event,  when  they  will  meet  to  examine  the 
qualifications  of  candidates ;  and  upon  fuch  exami¬ 
nation,  order  a  General  Court  to  be  fummoned  to 
meet  within  a  month,  to  receive  their  report,  and 
proceed  to  the  election  of  a  fuccelTor:  the  fum- 

mons  to  be  killed  a  fortnight  at  leaft  before  fuch 
Court. 

33 ■  Tha-t  at  every  Half-yearly  General  Court, 
the  faid  Committee  ffiall  prefent  a  report  in 
writing  of  their  tranfadions  lince  the  laft  Half- 
yearly  General  Court :  and  in  their  report  previ¬ 
ous  to  the  Half-yearly  Court  to  be  held  between 
Lady-day  and  Midfummer,  lhall  recommend  thir¬ 
teen  Governors  to  form  a  Houfe  Committee,  and 

feven  Governors  to  be  Auditors  of  Accounts  for 
the  year  enfuing. 

COMMITTEE  OF  ACCOUNTS . 

34-  That  the  feven  Auditors  chofen  to  be  of 
the  Committee  of  Accounts,  two  of  whom,  or  any 

two 
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two  Governors,  being  prefent,  fhall  be  fufficient 

to  proceed  upon  bufineis  ;  meet  at  fuch  time  and 
place  as  the  Houle  Committee  from  time  to  time 
requeft  ;  examine  all  bills,  and  compare  the  fame 
with  the  check-books  kept  at  the  Holpital,  and  all 
other  debts  and  demands  upon  the  Inftitution  then 
laid  before  them;  and  under-fign  their  allowance 
thereof,  and  report  the  refpe&ive  amounts  at  the 
next  meeting  of  the  Houfe  Committee. 

grj.  That  all  Committees  be  open  to  every 
Governor. 

36.  That  no  Governor  be  prefent  at  any  Ge¬ 

neral  Court  or  Committee  while  any  concern  of  his 
fhall  be  under  confideration.  "~Tf 

ANNIVERSARY*. 

37.  That  a  day  be  appointed  by  the  Houfe 
Committee  for  an  Anniverfary  Dinner  of  the  Go¬ 
vernors  and  Friends  of  this  Jnftitution ;  when  a 
printed  account  of  the  Fate  of  the  Hofpitals,  and 
a  general  account  of  the  receipts  and  payments  for 
the  year  paft,  with  a  lift  of  the  Governors,  fhall  be 
laid  before  them  ;  and  that  a  proper  number  of 
Stewards  be  folicitcd  for  the  occanon. 

TREASURER. 

^8.  That  the  Treafurer  infpedt  the  accounts, 
receive  all  monies  for  the  ufe  of  the  Inftitution,  pay 
what  is  requefted  by  the  Houfe  Committee,  and 
prepare  a  general  account,  to  be  printed  annually, 

declaring  the  balance.  All  accounts  at  the  Bankets 

to 
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to  be  appointed  by  the  Houfe  Committee,  ihali  be 
kept  in  the  name  of  the  Initiation,  and  the  drafts 
on  them  figrted  by  the  Treasurer* 


PHTSICUN. 

39-  That  the  Phyfician  fhall  be  a  Fellow  of 
Licentiate  of  the  Royal  College,  London,  and 
attend  daily  at  thefe  Hofpitals ;  preferibe,  inocu¬ 
late,  examine  and  give  fuch  orders  concerning  the 
Patients,  as  to  their  medicines,  diet,  See .  &c.  as 
he  ibali  think  fit :  and  take  the  general  overfight 
and  direction  of  the  family  :  and  in  cafe  of  his 
resignation,  notify  the  fame  to  the  Houfe  Com- 
mittee  two  months  previous  thereto. 


SECRET. ART. 

40.  That  the  Secretary  (hall  upon  his  entrance 
into  office  propofe  two  fecurities,  to  the  fatisfadion 
of  the  Houfe  Committee,  to  be  joined  with  him  in 
a  bond  to  the  Treafurer  in  the  penalty  of  two  hun¬ 
dred  pounds  for  his  fidelity.  He  fhall  receive  do¬ 
nations,  and  fublcriptions,  and  enter  them  in  the 
Hofpital  books,  and  pay  the  fame  weekly,  in  the 
names  of  the  donors, 'to  the  Treafurer  or  one  of 
the  bankers ;  fummon  and  advertife  the  meeting 
of  all  Courts  and  Committees,  attend  the  fame, 
and  enter  their  minutes  :  keep  the  accounts  of  the 
Inftitution  fairly  and  clearly  j— and  (tiger  all  the 
books  to  be  open  for  infpedion  of  any  Governor. 
/._  41*  That  he  fhall  caufe  the  bankers’  books, 
and  the  requifrte  books  and  papers,  to  be  laid  be- 

fore 
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fore  all  Courts  and  Committees;  perform  fuch 
other  bufinefs  as  (hall  be  neceffary,  and  as  ufually 
belongs  to  his  office  :  and  in  cafe  of  his  refigna- 
tion,  notify  the  fame  to  the  Houfe  Committee  two 
months  previous  thereto. 

APOTHECARIES, 

■  2,  That  there  (hall  be  two  Apothecaries;  one 
to  refide  in  each  Hofpital,  who  fhall  be  Angle  men, 
and  not  pradife  as  lurgeon  or  apothecary,  or  carry 
on  any  other  bufinefs  elfewhere.  That  upon  en¬ 
trance  into  office,  they  ftiall  each  propofe,  to  the 
fatisfadion  of  the  Houfe  Committee,  two  Securities 
to  be  joined  with  them  in  a  bond  to  the  Treafurer, 
in  the  penalty  of  one  hundred  pounds  for  their 
fidelity  ;  and  make  out  and  fign  Inventories  of  all 
Effeds  belonging  to  the  Inftitution  committed  to 

their  care. 

43.  Thev  fhall  not  abfent  themfelyes  both  at 
the  fame  time,  nor  fieep  out  of  the  Hofpital  with¬ 
out  leave  of  the  Houfe  Committee  or  Phyfician.  ^ 

44.  They  fhall  receive,  without  delay,  unlefs 

there  be  fome  objedion,  the  Patients  recommend¬ 
ed  to  their  refpedive  departments  by  any  Governor, 
and  acquaint  him  in  cafe  of  rejedion ;  and  upon 
admiffion,  receive  and  give  receipts  for  the  depofit 
money,  and  all  other  monies  and  clothes  brought 
with  them,  and  keep  corred  accounts  thereof,  and 
accurate  regifters  of  their  names,  admiffion,  dif- 

charge,  &c  •  vifit  them  at  all  hours  when  neceffary ; 

make 
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tnake  up  and  adminifter  all  medicines ;  attend  the 
Phyfician  when  required;  and  punctually,  carefully, 
and  faithfully  obferve  his  orders: — That  they  dif- 
chajge  fuch  Patients  as  are  deemed  fit  before  one 
Q  clock  in  the  afternoon,  and  at  fuch  time,  or  within 
two  months  after,  return  their  money  and  clothes, 
on  production  of  the  receipt,  unlefs  the  whole  or  any 
part  fhall  have  been  forfeited  for  any  breach  of  the 
Rules  and  Orders  of  the  Hofpitals ;  at  the  fame 
time,  delivering  to  them  a  letter  to  the  Governor 
who  recommended  them,  and  a  proper  note  to 
return  thanks  at  their  place  of  public  worihip  : 
And  in  cafe  of  death,  give  immediate  notice  to 
their  iriends,  and  return  the  money  and  clothes  to 
them  on  production  of  the  receipt,  unlefs  the  burial 
fhall  be  performed  at  the  expence  of  the  Inftitution. 

45*  That  they  fhall  affift  the  Matron  in  exa- 
mming  and  weighing  provifions,  and  all  other  ar¬ 
ticles  ordered  by  the  Houfe  Committee  ;  keep  cor- 
rect  accounts  thereof7,  and  compare  them  with  the 
bills  delivered  by  the  tradefmen,  and  lay  the  fame 

before  the  Houle  Committee  and  Committee  of 
Accounts. 

46.  They  fliall  attend  all  Committees,  and 
Courts  if  required,  and  introduce  all  Patients  able 
to  appear  to  the  Committee,  to  be  examined  as  to 

the  treatment  they  fnall  have  received  and  ge¬ 
nerally  fhall  obferve,  and  fee  that  all  others  depen¬ 
dent  upon  the  Inftitution,  in  their  refpeftive  de¬ 
partments  obferve,  the  Rules  and  Orders  made  by 
any  General  Court  or  Committee  ;  and  in  cafe  of 

rcfgna- 
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refignation,  notify  the  fame  to  the  Houle  Com¬ 
mittee  two  months  previous  thereto, 

matron. 

47.  That  Ihe  be  a  Tingle  woman,  and  refide  in 
the  Hofpitals ;  and,  upon  her  entrance,  into  office, 
lhail  propoi'e  two  Securities  to  the  fatisfaftion  of 
the  Houfe  Committee,  to  be  joined  with  her  in  a 
Bond  to  the  Treafurer  in  the  penalty  of  one  hun¬ 
dred  pounds  for  her  fidelity,  and  fign  an  Inven¬ 
tory  of  all  EfTefts  committed  to  her  care. 

48.  She  fhall  take  the  charge  of  the  whole  fa¬ 
mily,  hire  and  difmifs  the  Nurfcs  and  Servants 
under  the  fanftion  of  the  Houfe  Committee  ;  attend 
tend  any  of  the  Patients  when  requifite  ;  fee  every 
nio-ht  that  the  Patients  and  Servants  are  in  bed 
at°a  proper  time ;  keep  all  keys,  and  lock  all 
doors,  from  eight  in  the  evening  till  feven  in  the 
morning  from  Michaelmas  to  Lady-day,  and  from 
ten  in  the  evening  till  fix  in  the  morning  from 
Lady-day  to  Michaelmas,  unlefs  on  any  extraor¬ 
dinary  occafion,  admitting  any  refident  Officer  or 
Servant  before  eleven  at  night,  and  not  a  ten- 
wards ;  attend  the  Committees,  lay  before  them 
a  lift  of  the  Supplies  neceffary,  and  communi¬ 
cate  the  condua  of  the  Patients,  Nurfes,  and  Ser¬ 
vants;  examine  and  weigh  all  Provifions  and  Ar¬ 
ticles  ordered  by  them,  and  fee  that  nothing  is 
waded  or  embezzled. 

49.  That  ihe  Ih all  not  abfent  herfelf  from  the 

Hofpitals  during  the  abfence  of  either  of  the  Ape 
r  thecanes* 
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thecaries,  or  ever  pafs  a  night  out  of  the  houfe 
without  leave  of  the  Houfe  Committee  or  Phyfi- 
cian  j  and  generally  fnall  obferve,  and  fee  that  all 
others  dependent  upon  the  Inftitution  within  either 
Hofpital,  obferve,  the  Rules  and  Orders  made  by 
any  General  Court  or  Committee j  and,  in  cafe  of 
reflation,  notify  the  fame  to  the  Houfe  Commit- 
tee  two  months  previous  thereto. 


50.  That  all  the  Officers,  Nurfes,  and  Servants 

of  this  Inftitution  lhall  be  fubjetft  to  fuch  rules  for 

the  management  thereof,  as  may  from  time  to  time 
be  found  necefTary. 

5  i-  That  no  Officer,  Nurfe,  Servant,  or  other 
perlon  belonging  to  this  Inftitution,  lhall  receive 
any  gratuity,  prefent,  or  acknowledgment,  either 
in  money,  treats,  in  any  manner  whatfoever,  from 
any  of  the  Patients  or  their  friends,  or  from  any 
Tradefman  or  other  perfon,  in  reference  to,  or  for 
any  care,  kindnefs,  or  other  attention,  or  aft  done 
in  the  execution  of  his,  her,  or  their  office. 

PATIENTS. 

52.  That  every  poor  perfon,  if  five  years  old 
or  upwards,  labouring  under  the  natural  fmall-pox 
or  defirous  of  being  inoculated,  lhall  be  deemed 
a  proper  objeft  of  this  Charity. 

53-  That  Patients  taken  with  the  fmall-pox  in 
the  natural  way,  lhall  be  admitted  every  day  and  at 
any  hour,  upon  the  recommendation  of  a  Governor,

on  depofiting  with  the  Apothecary  one  pound  two 
{hillings,  as  a  fecurity  to  the  Hofpital  againft  fune¬ 
ral  charges  in  cafe  of  death;  but  which  will  be  re¬ 
turned  to  their  friends,  who  remove  the  body  in 
time ;  and  in  cafe  of  their  recovery,  will  be  re¬ 
turned  to  themfelves  at  their  difcharge,  or  within 
two  months  after,  on  producing  the  Apothecary’s 
receipt,  unlers  forfeited  for  breach  of  any  of  the 
Rules  and  Orders. 

54.  Patients  for  Inoculation  {hall  be  admitted 
by  any  Governor’s  recommendation,  every  morning 
before  Nine  o’clock,  on  depofiting  Five  Ihillings 
with  the  Apothecary ;  to  be  returned,  unlefs  for¬ 
feited  for  the  caufes  above  mentioned. 

55.  Children  under  five  years  old  may  be  in¬ 
oculated  as  Out-patients,  provided  they  give  pro¬ 
per  attendance  at  the  Hofpital. 

THOSE  who  choofe  to  be  Benefactors  by  their 
jaft  will,  are  folicited  to  adhere  to  the  following 

form :
